Snpreme Court is of interest to coun- 
ty officers as a gnide for the future. 
The Court decides, among 
other 


things, 


1st. That an attorney appointed by 


the Court to defend an alleged crimi- 
nal cannot be allowed • fee to exceed 
$50. 
If he follows the case to 


another county or to the Supreme 
Court, or both, he may be allowed 
$50 in the Court beldw and $50 in 
the Supreme Court. 


2d. The Sheriff can charge for tak- 


ing a prisoner before the Court only 
in a case of habeas corpus. He can 
charge 85 per day for attendance on 
Court. This be is entitled to if he is 
detained in Court only a minute,' and 
can charge no more if he is reqnire'd to 
be present for twenty-four hours. He 
is not entitled to fees for serving sub- 
poenas ont of his county or Judicial 
Dictrict, and he need not serve them, 
even if ordered to do so by the Court. 


3d The Clerk cannot charge for is- 


suing "time checks" to each juror; 
he is entitled to one dollar for his 
certificate as to time of all jurors 
If any juror wants a certificate the 
Clerk can charge him $1—not the 
county. The county is chargeable 
with the general certificate, including 
time on all the jurors. He is entitled 
to fifty cents for entering every mo 
tion, exception, rale or order in the 
minutes of the Court; if he does not 
enter them in the minutes, he is en- 
titled to nothing, 


4tb. Reporters may be allowed such 


compensation as is reasonable. 


5th. Surveyors may be allowed 


reasonable compensation for making 
surveys in criminal cases.
